that a man le.irns that one of ins an- 
cestors married a Cherokee in Georgia 
or Alabama, and that ho h;is a little 
Indian blood iu him. He then forthwith 
makes out application and liles nffidavit 
in proof of the fact. 
Hence wo have 


many who are called Cherokees who are 
as white as the whitest man in Now York 
or New England. Of such applications 
265'have been accepted and 521 rejected. 
This shows that the Indians are particu- 
lar to preserve their tribes from extinc- 
tion, and yot be just to every man en- 
titled to citizenship. In the Cherokee 
Nation there are 5,332 white .men who 
arc cot citizens. They include various 
trades and professions. Some of them 
keep great herds of cattle nod make 
largo amounts of money from these' 
splendid pasture lands. There are from 
8,000 to 10,000 colored people in the en- 
tire Territory, and from .10,000 to 12,000 
•whites all told. The human counte- 
nances present among us a brilliant 
rainbow of colors, from the deepest jet 
of Africa to the purest 
white of 


'Cau'cassia. This is a land of mixt- 
ures, of the intermarriage of races. 
Indians arc married to negroes, and 
whites arc married to Indians, and to 
inegroes also. Wherever the white blood 
is intermingled through marriage with 
either Indian or negro blood tho white 
principle prevails in the children. Hence 
it is that we have so many white Indians 
and whito negroes, 
One might visit 


whole villages along tho Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad without the least suspicion 
from the appearance ol the inhabitants 
that he was in an Indian country. If 
the intermarrying goes on in the future 
as it has in the past every particle of 
Indian and negro physiognomy and color 
will disappear from- the people of this 
land. As the English language is up- 
rooting and banishing Indian dialects, 
so white will in time extirpate botli black 
and copper color. Wherever the whito 
blood prevails in an Indian the elements 
of a white man's character prevail; The 
whiter he gets the -more he cultivates 
ijriculturc and commerce, liberty and 
law, 
learning -ind letters. . "Tho Indian 


problem,1' as it is called, is being solved 
ay the blending of tho blood of both 
whites and Indians in their offspring.— 
Indian Territory Cor. Ckicayo Journal,

And still they friizcd, ontl etlll tb.o wondor 
grow,. 
That one small head could carry all he knew." 


A writer in the Journal of Science says 


that the idea that a great intellect re- 
quires a large head is not supported by 
facts. 
. An examination 'of busts, pictures, 
^medallions, etc., of tho world's famous 
.celebrities almost tends the other way, 
'In the earlier paintings, it is true, men 
are distinguished by tneir large heads, 
, but this is attributable to the painters, 
who agreed with the general opinion and 
wished to Hatter their sitters. 


A receding forehead is mostly con- 


demned. 
Nevertheless this feature is 


found in Alexander the Great aud, to a 
lesser degree, inJuliusCa3sar. The-'heail 
of Frederick the Great, as' will be seen 
from one of the portraits in Carlyle's 
work, receded.

Lord Byron's was "re- 
markably small.11

every-day forehead, and Herodotus, 
Alcibiades, Pluto, Aristotle and Epi- 
curus, among others, are mentioned aa 
instances.

choly," and Albert. Durer. 


The average forehead of the Greek- 


sculptures in the friezo from the Parthe- 
non, is, we are told, "lower, if anything, 
thrui. what is seen in rnanv modern fore- 
heads." 


The gods themselves are represented 


with "ordinary, if not low, brows." Thus, 
it appears that the popular notion on the 
matter is erroneous, and that there may 
be great men with little heads.—Tonlli1 s 
Companion.
